150 Years - THE SOCIETY OF MARY - 150 Years 


The present year of 1967 is a banner year for the Marianists throughout the world since they will 
commemorate on October 2 the hundred and fiftieth Anniversary of their Foundation. It was on that same | 
day in 1817 in the City of Bordeaux, France, that Father William Joseph Chaminade assembled with five 
of his sodalists in the presence of the Archbishop of the Diocese to found the Society of. Mary known as 
Marianists. In a way, Father Chaminade was 150 years too soon in his venture. Why? Because he 
wanted already then to found a "secular" institute, that is, a religious society that outwardly does not 
have the stamp of a religious society but whose members nevertheless are bound by a Rule of life and 
who embrace the vows of poverty, chastity, and obedience. Не did uniquely succeed, however, in real- 
izing equality of membership for all his religious whether Priests or Brothers-something unheard of in his 
day. If Father Chaminade were with us today, he would be happy to see the rise of the secular institutes. 
Why was he so keen on these ? The French Revolution had taught him the need for this new approach 
just as our present day indicates the need for the ecumenical approach in our modern world. 

But why the Society of Marianists ? To give Our Lady who had inspired him during his three year 
retreat at Her great basilica in Saragossa, Spain, a special militia of religious totally dedicated to Her by 
their entrance into Her Society and by their special vow of consecration to Her. They would help Her in 
Her great task of giving Her Son to the world particularly through the field óf education. Today this 
special militia is spread over the five continents with a membership of over 3,000. These sons of Mary 
bask in the beautiful thought uttered by the Pastor of Ars, France, when in 1855 he told one of the 
Marianists, "The Society of Mary 2 What a beautiful Society ! It will last till the end of the world and 


will do much good for souls." Maria duce! Ad multos annos !

Aloysius remained here until 1966 with the exception of a short period during which he returned to teach in Dayton. 
It seems only like yesterday that he left SJC for the States, never to return again. 

Bro. Aloysius taught at SJC for a little more than 2 decades during his 42 years as a servant of Mary, serving 
at various capacities—as Principal, Librarian, Treasurer and Guidance Director as well as the founder of the SJC 
Alumni Association. 

AIL of us who attended school while he taught at SJC will cherish his memory which has left indelible impres- 


sions on our lives.
